The advance troops of General San­ 
chez have reached Perote, and the 
inter-oceanic, a station on the Pue­ 
bla state line. 
The outposts of this 
j ram e column have reached Esperan- 
' ; i and Oriental. 
General Sanchez is wrell equipped 
with m achine guns which he kept af­ 
ter the defeat and death of Carr­ 
anza at Alhibes, where arm s and 
ammunition w'ere abandoned. 
Juchiteco Indians of 
Vera 
Cruz 
and the Isthm us num bering thou­ 
sands have joined the De La H uerta 
troops according to reports. 
Most 
of them are m ounted and form a 
light cavalry regim ent. 
Many small isolated garrisons of 
the Obregonista federals have been 
routed, some of them have surrend­ 
ered and many of them joined the 
De La H uerta forces, leaving no 
federals in the rear of the colum n. 
The opening attack on the suburbs 
of M exico City is expected to be 
launched next Saturday, according 
to inform ation received here. 
The 
army kt present is estim ated to num­ 
ber tw enty five thousand well armed 
and equipped men. 


NOGALES, Arizona, Dec. 12.—The 
revolutionary m ovem ent on the w est 
coast of M exico has attained great 
proportions, according to advices re­ 
ceived here today, and has spread 
to M azatlan, Sinaloa, where the gar­ 
rison has divided. 
A report that several revolutionary 
generals wTere executed following a 
skirm ish in Sinaloa is being investi­ 
gated here.

com bat 
with the Obregon forces w ill take 
place. 
Coast towms in M ichoaean have 
recognized the revolutionary m ove­ 
ment. 
Several squadrons belonging 
to the 65th Federal Regim ent, which 
were in garrison at Coalooman, have 
joined the revolt, as have the forces 
in Agufllilla.

Senators H owell and Norris, N e­ 
braska, and Ladd, North Dakota, re­ 
publican, voted for La Follette. 
On the second ballot 
Smith fell 
only one short of election, receiving 
41 votes to 39 for Cummins and two 
for La Follette. 
Bruce continued to 
vote for Cummins, while Ladd, repub­ 
lican, North Dakota, joined the in­ 
surgent group voting for Smith. 
On the third ballot the vote w'as 
Sm ith 41; Cummins 40; LaFollette 
2. 
Senators Norris and 
Howell con­ 
tinued to vote for La Follette, 
and 
Bruce voting for Cummins. 
After the third ballot adjournment 
was taken until noon Saturday, but 
balloting w ill not be resumed until 
n£xt Monday.

President Coolidge’s m essage to con­ 
gress was labeled “a counsel of dor­ 
m ancy” and his opposition 
to 
a 
bonus for ex-service men character­ 
ized as a summary dism issal of “just 
claim s for consideration,** in an ad­ 
dress by W illiam Gibbs McAdoo be­ 
fore the dem ocratic luicheon club 
and W omen’s Democratic 
League 
bere today. 
The former director- 
general of railroads derided 
the 
president’s proposal for a voluntary 
consolidation of the 
system s 
of 
transportation as a “seven-year itch 
for reduced freight and passenger 
rates with no assurance of relief at 
the end of the trial,” 
telling 
his 
hearers that “what is needed is not 
seven yers of delay but action.” 
“The president’s m essage,” 
said 
Mr. Mc Adoo, “is largely a counsel 
of dormancy. Nowhere is the stim u­ 
lating call of progress. 
The world 
is in commotion and vital dom estic 
problems press upon us for solution, 
but no effective program is offered 
for the alleviation or correction of 
dom estic ills, nor is encouragement 
given for invigorating international 
policies, which will re-open w'orld 
market for our surplus products, 
tend to promote economic 
stability 
or encourage peace and tranquility 
between nations. 
“The m ost affirm ative part of the 
president’s m essage is the recom­ 
mendation of tax 
reduction. 
The 
whole country favors tax reduction. 
The dem ocratic party has stood con­ 
sistently for it since the signing of 
the arm istic, and should cooperate, 
without regard to partisan co n sd e­ 
rations in any effort to ease the tax 
burden. 
This effort should be dir* 
ected, not alone to a reduction in 
the gross sum of taxation, but to an 
equitable distribution of the burden. 
The president’s endorsem ent of the 
proposal to put a 
lighter 
tax on 
earned incomes, nam ely those pro­ 
duced by the sweat of the brow, and 
the toil of the brain, than upon un 
earned incomes, nam ely, those which 
come from investm ents, is commend­ 
able. 
“This proposition was first made 
by the democratic secretary of the 
treasury in 1918, and was offered in 
1921, as an amendment to the rev­ 
enue 
bill 
by 
Senator 
Harris 
of 
Georgia. 
It was defeated by a vote 
of 36 republicans to 21 democrats on 
I the ground as stated by Senator Pen­ 
rose, then chairman of the finance 
com m ittee of the senate, that: 
“ 'The question of earned and un­ 
earned incom es was most exhaustive­ 
ly considered by the com m ittee, by 
the senate and by the treasury de­ 
partment and the opinion was nearly 
unanimous that any such provision is 
im possible of adm inistration.’ 
“W hat has produced this extraor­ 
dinary reversal of opinion 
on the 
part of treasury department and the 
adm inistration? 
lf 
this 
provision 
was nearly im possible of adminsitra- 
tion in 1921, why is it possible of ad­ 
m inistration in 1924? 
“The president opposes any in­ 
crease in the pay of the soldiers 
who fought the war to victory. 
Al­ 
though a great reduction in the tax 
Burden can be made and the reason­ 
able com pensation proposed for th?, 
solaiers and sailors can be provided 
at the sam e tim e, the president is 
determined that justice shall not be 
done to the war veterans. 
Their 
just claim s for 
consideration 
are 
summarily dism issed, but the presi­ 
dent is strong for the m aintenance 
of the 
Fordney-Mc Cumber 
tarrif 
bill, which 
gives 
favored 
trusts, 
monopouies and com binations in re- 
straine of trade a subsidy estim ated 
at more than three billions of dollars 
per annum or tw ice as much as it 
w ill take to pay the soldiers* bonus 
in cash.
